1 . The information disclosure statement filed 2/4/04, after final rejection has been 
considered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments challenging the combination of the teachings of Choi and 
Bantu are not convincing. 

Applicant does not argue Choi's teachings. Note that this includes a 
cyclohexanedi Ar7ef/?a/7o/di vinyl ether which is a homolog of the instant compound 
cyclohexanedi ethanol divinylether("CHDVE") claimed in claim 4 and performs the same 
cross linking function in the photoresist (Choi: col.5;line.13-14). 

Bantu was cited to merely reinforce the obviousness of the claims; because 
Bantu teaches that the identical compound CHDVE recited is used to perform the same 
crosslinking function with polymers similar those recited in the instant specification. 
The substitution would have been obvious to one of ordinary skills and does not rise to 
the level of patentability. 

Applicant had initially argued that Bantu does not teach the instant compound 
and now challenges the motivation for combining the references. The arguments are not 
persuasive.
